DEAD STOP TO. 
DEAD SLOW 


Two months ago the Peo- 
ple’s Government -in Peking 
stopped the inflation of 
the currency and the rise 
in prices. It also stopped al- 
most the entire economic 
machine. The State. seized 
the controls, but the machine 
would not .and could not go. 
The banks were choked with 
-cash they could not usg, the 

‘| industrialists had neither 
raw materials nor the credit 
facilities to get, them, the 
people had no’ cash, great 
numbers were out of work, 
the farmer had no grain left 
.to sell and no future which 
the local merchant could 
finance with credit. : 

The process went so far 
that, according to the Peking 
Radio, in the East China area 
alone (which includes Shang- 
hai) “stabilisation” had re- 
sulted in the calling. in of 
65.16 per cent .more currency 
than the original target.- By- 
the. end of "April, de- 
positors’ accounts in-this area 
showed a total of‘nearly 2,940 
billion people's: . dollars—al- 
most double the total at the 
beginning of the month. Of 
the two. achievements— 
stability and stagnation—it is 
‘doubtful which was the 
‘more astounding: Inflation 
“destroyed the value of cash, 
Deflation, hit the commodity 
units and brought down the. 
prices af goods. People hoard- 
ed currency instead of goods, 
and all was deathly quiet on 


“the economic front: —_———"" |"
